The New Plans. 


Tbe new plans talked about are for a 


larger house and one more convenient.

FIRST BOOK PUBLISHED IN BALTO. 


Has an Account ol an Incident Happening 


Near Gettysburg.

that George W. HcCreary, Librarian ot 
the Maryland Historical Society, his 
found the only eopy of the flrat book 
published In Baltimore, dated 1764, It 
was published by Nicholas Hasselbscb, 
whose widow sold the printing plant to 
William Goddard, with which Mr. God- 
dard began the publication of 
the 


American. In 1773. Hasselbacu WM Bal- 
timore's pioneer printer. He was • 
Pennsylvanian; and ot German extrac- 
tion. The American sajs tbat no copy 
of this ancient book was known to be 
In existence until recently, wben a num- 
ber of books o»me Into possession ot Mr. 
McCresry, one of which bore 
tbe 


title: "A Selection ot the proceedings 
of Messrs. Annan and Henderson, Mem- 
bers of tbe Associate Presbytery's, 
While Sitting at Oxford Meeting House, 
AprtHto 18tb; Anno Domini, 1764. To- 
gether with Their Abettors; Wherein 
Is Contained Some Remarks by John 
Beddic Lemon. 
Baltimore 
Town. 


Printed by N. Hasielbach." It is ex- 
plained that' tbe volume "contains an 
account of charges and trial arising from 
an incident at Marsh Creek Settlement 
(a few miles west of the site ot Gettys- 
burg, Pa ), about 1758, In a community 
of Scotch-Irish Presbyterians."

Railroad and Trolley Talk. 


Winelow S. Pierce has resigned as gen- 


eral counsel of tbe Union Pacific in order 
to give more attention to tbe affairs ol tbe 
Western Maryland railroad. 


Recently portions o! tbe report made 


by tbe officials of the Western Maryland 
railroad and the West Virginia Central 
and Fittsburg railway to the underwriters 
of the syndicate that furnished tbe money 
to purchase the road was made public. 
The earnings for tbe fiscal year ending 
June 30 last, alter dedncting the fixed 
charges showed s surplus of over a mil- 
lion. This included the returns horn over 
100,000 seres ol oral lands producing over 
2,000,000 Ions ol ootl a year. Tbe above 
surplus WM to face of tbe freight diver- 
sion by tbe Baltimore and Ohio, estimated 
at not less than 1300,000. 


The trolley lines east of Harrisburg, 


which bave combined as tbe Valley Trac- 
tion Company, entered into an agreement 
with Patrico Ross at Carlisle, last week, 
for right of way to Mt. Holly. Mr. Ron 
and others have secured a charter for line 
from Mt. Holly to Gettysburg. Ii is said 
tbat tbe rights of wsy ot tbe latter line 
have been slmost entirely secured and 
that work will positively be begun in tbe 
spring. Rapid trolley service from Get- 
tysburg to Hsrriibarg ii promised. 


The new depot of tbe Western Maryland 


railroad at New Oxford is almost finished. 
There will be some decided improvements 
over the depot destroyed by fin. Outside 
instead of platform ol plank there will be 
s walk of crushed stone. Tbe drainage 
has been made much better. 


It is also said tbe York Springs railroad 


will be built from Dillsbnrg to Gettysburg, 
next summer.
